R. M. Ziegler explained in detail 
several flDrtucial matters which were 
not clear to many members of the 
Society, after which President Alla- 
t>ough flcMvered his annual address.

but not least, to l.«n(l together our people 
for tbeirown advancement. 

The Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf, 
now located at Doylestown, thirty-five 
miles north of Philadelphia, is a most 
worthy charity. It receives no State aid, 
being supported wholly by charity. The 
management is worthy of public confi- 
dence. The Hoard of Trustees is composed 
entirely of responsible gentlemen. One of 
them i.s the Superintendent of the Penn- 
sylvania Institution for the l>eaf, at Mt 
Airy, Philadelphia; .one President of the 
Doylestown Trust Company, and another 
a prominent lawyer of Doylestown; two 
teachers and one a clerk in the Mt. Airy 
Institution; one Secretary -Treasurer of the 
American A.ssociation to Promote the 
Teaching of vSpeech to the Deaf; and two 
teachers in the Western Penn.sylvaiiia 
Institution for the Deaf, at Pittsburg. 

The sentiment which attaches value to 
the Home has grown into a prominence 
which was largely unknown in the ine- 
diitval time. Uttle by little the hearth 
.Htone has become the center of man's 
human hojies and a.spirations. The sweet 
charities, which have their spring in the 
domestic affections, have ennobled and dig 
nified human character and have largely 
contributed to the spiritual growth and 
elevation of the race. I.ove is best ex- 
pressed, not by looks and words, but by 
patient and devoted toil 

Benefience is true religion, and all else is 
but vanity. The founder of the hospital 
and its skillful ministers of the sick; the 
founder of the orphanage and its tender 
mothers of the motherless; the founder of 
the home for the aged and afflicted folk, 
and they who therein touch gently the 
wounds and the weakness which age has 
brought— these are the true servants and 
apostles of Jesus Christ. The large^iearl- 
ed benefactor who endows the college, the 
scientist who in its halls unfolds the m vster- 
ies of nature and teaches the application of 
hidden forces to the l>etterment of man's 
condition, these are the true teachers of 
Christ. Yes, in the misty atmosphere 
which surrounds us the spirit of the age 
can see " men tjut as walking trees;" can 
see but the physical anil the material, and 
the intellectual as part of and as influenc- 
ing the lK>dily nature; and lo-day the ideal 
of Christian manhood as it shines through 
the atmosphere which this Time-Spirit has 
surrounded is to rise early and late and lie 
down to rest, that much gixids may be laid 
up, that .so great deeds of brotherly kind- 
ness may l)e done. The unseinsh worker 
who sacrifices his own money as well as 
his own time for the amelioration of his 
unfortunate brother, and the co-worker 
who helps him in the noble work, these 
are the true followers of Christ. 

The deaf of the .State are doing this work 
for their own kind. AVe keep, or at least 
try to, abreast with the limes like our 
hearing brethren.

The past year records blessed re- 
sulU from this e>rtra/>rdinary activity. 
.Now I can say tliat th« .Home never had a 
brighter future. 

As " Uncle Joe " Cannon said truthfully 
in his notification speech to President 
Roosevelt : "We Jia ve son 1 
subject to prejudice and en 
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sons who know nothing about the inside 
of the Society. Of course, tact shouhl be 
exercised in all cases. 

It haj been my constant, earnest effort 
to meet all the obligations imposed upon 
me as jiresident, and I do not propose to 
shirk responsibility. But you must know 
that the president cannot ilo all the work 
without your co-operation and ;issislan<'e. 
The Home is too much work for one in 
dividual. If you would see it succeed, 
sjieak well of it and put your shoulder to 
tlie wheel. 

If the day is still far off when the Home 
will be placed on a self-supporting Ijasis, 
there are many thoughtful men and 
wimieu who believe they can see its dawn. 
Some of the signs of that dawn beginning 
to .streak the sky are not only interesting 
but deeply significant. Doubtless the 
brightest sign is the newly awakened in- 
terest ill the Home in this locality. An- 
other encouraging sign is the legacies. 
Starting with $35 from Miss Cornelia C, 
Bonnell, comes the late Mrs, IClizabeth 
McClurg Steenrod with ^500 promised in 
her will. 

The Hoard of Managers as well as the 
Board of Trustees of the Home appreciate 
very much the assistance rendereil by the 
local branches and their friends. We 
have come to consider Iheni as essential to 
the existence of the Home, so long as it is 
not amply endowed. Their responses to 
our urgent calls have tieen very hearty and 
prompt. Thanks to the ladies of the coiii- 
niillee, the fair held in Philadelphia last 
December netted ff)35 for the Home. Two 
lawn fetes have been held this summer ; 
one by Mr. and Mrs. David C. Smith, of 
Indu.stry, Beaver County, clearing ]|t26, 
and the other by that cnterpri.sing couple, 
Mr. and Mrs. James ('.. Pool, of Hunker, 
Westmoreland County, |l7S. 

I mention the last two instances to show 
that a lawn fete Is a very popular entectain- 
mentand always well patronized. It ifc one 
of the easiest and least laborious methods 
of raising fi/?ids. Therefore I think that 
there should be more lawn fetes all over 
the .State. .Steps will be taken towards 
securing the synchronous co-operation to- 
ward this common end of the various 
branches and of individuals where there are 
no organized branches. 

The second Wednesday of last October 
was the first annual donation day at the 
Home, and its success surpa.ssed the ex- 
pections of those who arranged for it. 
Practically no effort had been made to 
adverti.se it, but the responses were very 
liberal. (5reatly encouraged as we are, we 
will make better arrangenients for the 
next donation day, which comes on the 
twelfth of next (Jctobcr. The clonations 
of last year reduced the ex|>eiises of the 
Home very much. Por instance, potatoes 
were so liberally donated that we have ex 
pended very little money 011 the same dur- 
ing the past year. And also the grocer's 
bill has been greatly reduced. The annual 
donation day has come to stay. 

Special attention is called to the second 
annual report of the Home iust out. Its 
typography as well as its reading matter is 
a great credit to the management. We 
cannot give too much praise to the Trustees' 
for the admirable manner in which the 
Home is beinjj run. The same economy, 
of which special mention was made in iny 
address at Johnstown last summer, con- 
tinues to be practiced. Mi.ss Sarah H. 
McCready, the Matron, deserves the grati- 
tude of the .Society for her uiLsellish de- 
votion to duty. 

The morals of the inmates of the Home 
must receive our special care in order that 
there may tie no opportunity for scandal. 
As soon as funds jiermit, separate wards for 
male and female inmates will be proviile<l, 
AnefT ' iiigmade to raise money

on the i loim jiiii])erty. Our f 
expt!cted to come to our aiil. 
ajfgressive should fx- done. Tin,,,.,,. ,. ,-. 
liij^li lime that the Home should be adver- 
tised as far and widely as possible through- 
out the State. The cost of advertising 
should not di,shearten us. The returns 
will amply justify the expenditure. The 
largest and most successful department 
storekeeper is the most liberal advertiser, 
"He which sowetli sparingly shall reap 
also sparingly; and he which stjweth br>unti- 
fully shall reap al,so bountifully." 

Tlie people who know about the Iloiue 
can almost be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. The rest know nothing, and we can 
certainly not blame them. The fault lies 
wholly with us. We must reach them and 
enlighten them as to the needs of the 
Home. No doubt they would be willing 
and glad to contribute to its maiiitenaiice, 
and also towards the liquidation of the 
debt. Were they belter informed, the 
maintenance of tfie Home would retnaiii a 
problem no longer. 

Therefore we think that the time has not 
come yet for us to ask for Slate aid. In 
deed, as has been said, the more self-sup- 
porting anil independent the Home be- 
comes, the better. It will reflect im- 
niesuratjle credit ujxjii the deaf to show 
the world thai they are capable of niiiin 
laining and supporting the Home them- 
selves without any assistance from the 
State. Kntirely free, as it is, from com- 
plications that might result from Slate 
control, we, the deaf, control and manage 
il at our '•H'" 1. 1. .,..;, If. ,,,,) jujt as we 
think li' t; of our charge. 

We are ■ ''I in the noiile 

work by our hearing friends such as Dr. 
Crouter, Mr. Booth, Mr, Stuckert, Mr. 
Hart, Mr. Mekeal, Mr. Downing, niul 
others. Valuable assistance is rentlercd by 
the ladies' committee of the Home work- 
ing in conjunclion with the Trustees, and 
also by the ladies' conimillee of llic Mt. 
Airy School. 

It is hardly necessary t o say that the 
success of the Home, or in fact of any 
bii<-iii<--<'i ilriiiiiil largely, not only 
up'. 'lit also upon the proper 

Hiirl ,1 ration of the rank and 

file. 

Kducation ii the chief factor in promot- 
ing s;ich a unity as provideil for by the late 
uncrowned king of South Africa in his re- 
markable will. If only three iiatioiis like 
America, l^nglaiid and Oermauy, can con 
Irol the destiny of the world, that is, uni 
versal peace, why may we not siiy with 
c(|ii«l triiili tli.ii '.111 Iiii:il brunches can 
better Be i of the Society 
than iniii md far sciiUcr 
ed anil lackitig mulual sympathy and co- 
operation ? Tlie branches foster and in- 
crease that spirit of fraternity which 
cements local members logetlicr. What is 
deeply imnortaiil to the Society ii the 
stability of the organi-zed branches. The 
'' iety should not, nay nnisl not, be 
' 11 up to a few bad, reckless, scheming 
lers, blinding the v' i'"ioranl ele- 
ment with conscious , studied 
agitation, and all the m appeal to 
hatred, envy, and class antipathy. 

The oi>ening sentence in Dr. 'frunibull's 
stimulating little book, "Individual Work 
for Indiviiliials" is: "Not every man can 
be a great preacher to a greal congrega- 
tion; out every man can speak a timely 
word loan individual, if indei ' • ■ 
set on BO doing." It is not • 
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I am glad to note the view our friend, 
Dr. Crouter, takes of the matter. Prom 
time to lime he preachen to his pupils the 
duty of helping their brethren incapacitat- 
ed by age or otherwise, and lakes up a col- 
lection among them for the benefit of tlie 
Home. 1 can say without any fear of 
contradiction that the coming generations 
that graduate fnmi the Ml, Airy School 
will willingly and nobly do their part by 
the Home, Our civili/.alion rests on the 
broad ba,sis of e<iual opjiortunily, Oive the 
young men a chance. If Ihe'y do not get 
il, they will not come, 

Last Pall the deaf in a certain city put 
their heads together and came to the con- 
clusion that they should disband the local 
branch, which they had kept running for 
two years, for the sole reason that they 
were "too few to work together. " But 
when they were invited to donate some- 
thing to the Home on Donation Day, they 
gathered the largest donation of any ol the 
local branches. When they were about to 
send it to the Home, the question con- 
fronted them : How shall we credit this 
large donation ? To the few individuals 
who were instrumental in tlie successful 
work, or to flic local branch? At last they 
decided lo reorganize the local branch, so 
they could creilit the donation to that 
body. Hence the advantage of a body of 
individuals banded together for a common 
purpose. It is my earnest hope that more 
liranches will be organized 111 the near 
future. Plans are already under way for 
this purpose. 

Much revenue is not forthcoming on ac- 
count of certain members becoming dis- 
couraged too easily. When temporary set- 
backs occur, they gel impatienl and give 
the Society neither their financial uor 
moral support. They often throw gloom 
and suspicion on the whole enterprise by 
commencing to'find fault with the manage- 
ment. 

There is a wide difference between en- 
thusiasm and niisrepre.sentation. The for- 
mer is necessary lo success in any busi- 
ness. The latter should never be resorted 
lo by any member. Stick to the Home 
Ihiough thick or thin. Bear in mind that 
if you doubt its success, or at least try to 
impede it, you are hurting your own pros- 
])ecls by not giving your owti instituliou 
your moral, as well as your financial sup- 
port. 

A vast majority of the deaf in, the State 
have never become members of the Society, 
and know nothing about its affairs. Tliey 
should uuderstanti that no special iuvita- 
lion is necessary. The older members of 
the Society are always happy to receive 
the younger generation into the fold, and 
the latch string always hangs out to them. 
All they have lo do is ju.st to |)ull the 
siring and walk in. The strength and 
usefulness of the Society increases with its 
numbers. In union there is strength, and 
"in a multitude of counsellors there is 
wi.sdom." 

The membership fee is certainly within 
reach of every body — one dollar for men 
and fifty eents for women. Surely, every 
deaf resident of the Slate whose heart 
beats warm for his unfortunate brethren 
will loose the strings of his purse, when he 
knows what a comfortable haven of rest 
the Home at Doylestown prove^ to be. 

In my opinion, the Board of Managers 
should arrange and perfect plans and put 
them ill operation to increase and maintain 
membership in the Society. There would 
be a larger membership if proper means 
were employed. We do not wish u merely 
Iraiisienl inenibership. A jieruianent 
membership means a steady income, not 
only for the Society, but also for the 
Home. 

While no special invitation is necessary, 

as has been .said, we think that something 

should be done to induce the prospective 

'coine in. Therefore a metn- 

'l«e has been prepared for dis- 

among ihe uiiinnnieti iieai or tiic 

State, I hope that from the seed tliui 
sown a gocKl harvest will be reaped in time. 
One thing that has proved very provoking 
lo the Secretary as well as the Treasurer of 
the Society is the failure of many niem- 
•tiers to give their addresses, either upon 
joining the So<-iety or wlien moving. The 
oliicers cannot keep in clo.se touch witli the 
tnoinbcrs for this reason. So please keep 
the Sccratary constantly posteil as lo your 
whereabouts, A list, alphabetically ar- 
ranged, will be kept for ready reference. 

As the report of the Board of Managers 
will show, aiiieudmcnts have been made to 
the By-l.aws of this Society, .so as to enable 
the Board lo organize immetliately after 
the annual niecling of the Society, and 
also meet in April for the purpose of elect- 
ing three new Trustees. By this arrange- 
ment the business of the Society will be 
tiaiisacte<l with greater dispatch than 
usual. 

We have noticed with great pleasure 
that Mr. Joseph Mekeal, former owner of 
the " Windemere " jiroperty (the pres- 
ent site of the Home), continues taking an 
active interest in this iimtitution, A short 
time ago he donale<l a barrel of grauululed 
sugar, and, in fact, has done much for the 
Home in other ways. Cio<I bless thia 
friend of ours. 

Death has taken away from our midst 
four valued friends since the last conven- 
tion at Johnstown last Summer. The first 
victim was Mr. William Brazil, Chairman 
of the Johnstown Branch, wlio was con- 
fined to bed during'the convention. Al- 
though sick, the Home was his couatant 
thought to the end. 

The death of Mrs. S. G, Davidson has 
left a vacancy that has l^eeii much felt by 
the Society. Only a short lime before the 
end came,' she had been working for the 
Home until Death stretched his arm and 
the willinjj liand was disabled. Although 
not an active iiieniber of the Society, she 
was a living example, deeply concerned 
about the maiiilenance of the Home, and 
devising means and ways to strengthen it. 
It may lie truly said that she gave her life 
to the institution, and her ' lives. 

Mrs, Klizabeth McClurg ; was a 

warm friend of the Home, As i.s well- 
known, she furnished the a,saembly hall as 
a ineiiKirittl lo her husband. Not thisonly; 
she contribuled toward the support of the 
Home generously with her jiurse. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Platoff /ane, of Wheeling, 
W. Va., will take an active interest to 
perpetuate the memory of her l>elovetl 
parents. 

Mr. J. P, l,aird. Chairman of the Johns- 
town BrHiicli, died in the harness like his 
Mr, Brazil. While hovering 
and death, he expressed a 
stioiig 'icbiie lo see the presiilent about 
Ihe Home, but it was never gratified.

Tlie problem of how to 
maintain the Home permanently and effec- 
tively is beset with i)eculiar difllculties. 
The time has come when we must devise 
means an<1 ways to overcome them. 

To quote the words of our lamented Mc- 
Kinley : " If there are those among us 
who would make our way more difficult 
we must not be disheartened, but the more 
earnestly dedicate ourselves to the task 
upon which we have rightly entered."

'I'be Clallaadet memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Qallaudot, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-tlve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a bailding as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edinceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (hillaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this builcKng, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf aiutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of gnnind about forty-flve feet 
along the street front aud twenly- 
Hve feat in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
aud will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial l^arish Building" will 
be about (^30,000, and the building 
itself, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a coiiNpicuous monument 
to him whoso life was devoted lo the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
